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[Indexes to each of the volumes of the JOURNAL have been printed, but 
with three exceptions they were not bound with the volumes of which they 
were a part. This index has been prepared directly from the files of the 
JOURNAL in the library of the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. It throws 
in relief: (1) Subjects discussed at the annual meetings of the Association, 
together with other articles contributed during 10 years (subject index) ; 
(2) Contributors to the JOURNAL and their contributions (author index) ; 
and (3) Books reviewed. 

1. Subject index. Each major article is represented in this index by one 
or more entries, for the most part by the title inverted so as to bring out the 
subject word. Reports of committees and other features of the JOURNAL are 
included in this index. The order is alphabetical rather than historical, but 
the historical sequence is indicated by the reference to volume and page num- 
ber. Volume I, (1919), covered the Baltimore meeting of January, 1919, 
Volume II, (1920), the Chicago meeting of November, 1919, Volume III, 
(1921) the Washington meeting of December, 1920, and so on. As funds 
permitted, articles from sources other than the meetings were published. 

No attempt has been made to index all the items appearing in News Notes, 
which, besides personal mention, include many interesting comments on work 
in progress at the time they were written. 

2. Author index. Authors of major articles, of discussions of papers at 
the annual meetings, and of signed book reviews are listed alphabetically, 
together with the title as published, subject, or nature of the contribution. 
The contributions of each individual are listed in historical order. The items 
marked with an asterisk were read at annual meetings. 

3. Book reviews. This section lists the books reviewed during the period 
alphabetically under the last name of the author of the book. The title, and 
the name of the reviewer follow. 

The large number of books listed with comment under Recent Publications 
and Book Notes, mainly in Volume X, have not been indexed nor have Books 
Received, nor State and Bureau Publications. 

This ten-year index does not meet all the requirements of the trained library 
worker seeking to collect all matter on a specified subject of inquiry. A 
straight subject index of rather exhaustive scope was attempted, but soon 
proved to be impracticable without close examination of every article, which 
was beyond the limits of time and energy. This index will have served its 
purpose, however, if it makes the JOURNAL more useful to those who know in 
general what has been published, but who have forgotten the location, and 
to that growing number of college students and others who will find within 
its-compass materials they need in their studies. The JOURNAL reflects the 
developing thought of the Association, and constitutes a record of which it 
may be justly proud.
